"BUS ACCIDENT ON A

ELECTRICIAN COMPENSATED. 

At Limerick Circuit Court yesterday, 
Michael Reddin, electrician on the Shannon

A young man, ‘ Edwar fly, of Kings- 
‘town, pleaded “Not guilty ” to having, on 
Novem er lt last, conspired with others to 
enter the Foxrock Golf Club, and wounding 
Mrs. Kathleen Fitzgerald, with intent to 
murder her, by divchargiog a revolver shot 
at her. He was further charged with having 
assaulted Diamond H. Beatty, Bertie 
O'Reilly, Charles Lambkin bad others, by 
presenting a revolver at them, and having 
with violence robbed £3 from Gerald Martin, 
£1 from M. Manly, £1 from Kathleen Fitz- 
gerald. 10s. from Charles Lambkin, £15 from 

arold O'Dell (the money being the i roperty 
of Foxrock Golf Club), aid about £3 trom | 
other persons.. : 


Mr. Johy Maguire (instructed by Messrs. 
McHenry and uire) defended. 

‘Mr, arrigen, .C, (instructed by the 
Chief State Heitor), who prosécuted, de- 


scribed the outtuge 4s ‘‘ cowardly and dis- 
gusting,” and ‘said that it might bave had 
ended fatally. There were a number of 
people im the Foxrotk Golf Club when, at 
about 6.30 p.m., three masked robbers 
entered, and xi feature of it was 
that there were several ladies in the club, 
and they did not realise the danger they 
wete in.

QUESTION FOR JURY. 

The questicn for the jury was whether the 
uccused was one of the men. . A great num- 
ber of witnesses were examined in the Dis- 
triet Court in this case, and the police hal 
exerted the utmost vigilante in endeavourin 
to penetrate this crime. He (Mr. Carrigan) 
had to admit at the outset that the prosecu- 
tion was not in a position to give any direct 
evidence to identify the man ‘in the dock. 
In default of direct evidence the police had 
endeavoured ‘to bring thé accused “man into 
connection with the outrage by the evidence 
of a cap which was found outside’ the «club, 
and it was alleged that that cap belonged to 
the prisoner. ' 
Mrs. Kathleen Fitzgerald told how the 
three men entered the club, the first of them 
telling those who were inside to put 
up their hands. Ote of the members 
of the club -asked,. ' What for?” and 
the man replied, “I want your money, 
and I want it quick.” Witmess said, 
‘* Are these revolvers loaded ?' and he said, 
‘They are.” Witness theu turned away, 
and took a half a crown atid put it on the 
ash-tray. She ‘then turned around and stared 
into the man’s face, and he said, “‘ Enough‘ of 
that, lady,” and fired, the bullet hitting her 
in the Arm. The mati was about 5ft: bins. in 
height, of slight build, wearing a brown 
trench coat and dirty grey seft hat. Sie 
could not see the colour of his hair, but, 
judging by his eyes, he was dark. Witness 
felt the pain in her arm, and he again said 
to her, ' Enough of that now, lady."’ She 
said, ‘‘I have done nothing.” ‘he cap which 
she saw on the ground was redder than the 


one produced. She did not identify the 
prisoner. 
Miss Lily Maher, waitress in the club, 


corroborated. 
£15 MISSING. 
Harold O. Dell, steward of the club, stated 
that he was making up his accounts when 
the men entered the club and ordered '' hands 


up.” After the raid £15 was missing from 
the club. He could not identify the accused 
man. 


Evidence also was given by Charles H. 
Lambkin, Guard Mulcahy, Sergeant Healy, 
and Detective MeGarry. Detective McGarry 
said that he questioned the prisoner about 
caps, and the prisoner said that he lost a 
cap at an excursion in Arklow last July. 
He knew that the prisoner had the habit of 
wearing his cap on the side of his head. He 
tested two of the six caps (produced) and they 
fitted the prisoner, i 

Superintendent Thomas Casserly stated that 
when asked to put on the cap which was 
found at Foxrock the prisoenr only put it on 
the back of his head at first, and would not 
pull it down on bis forehead. It was a 
remarkable thing that it fell to one side when 
he put it on properly, 

When the case for the prosecution closed, 
Mr. Maguire asked for a direction, as there 
was no evidence connecting the prisoner with 
the outrage. 

The judge said that there was just some 
technical evidence. 

Ihe foreman of the jury said that they had 
heard enough of the case, and bad made up 
their minds.

The fact that the equestrian statue of 
George II. which stands in the centre of 
St. Stephen’s Green is composed of brass, 
as related in a “ Diary’’ paragraph the 
other day, seems to have attracted the 
attention of dealers in that commodity 
about one hundred years ago; for several 
raids were made on the statue. On one 
occasion a foreleg of the horse was neatly 
amputated ; another time the night watch- 
man interrupted the activities of a 
number of persons who had sawn half- 
way through the neck of the steed. In 
1815, when the project of erecting a monu 
ment te the Duke of Wellington was under 
consideration, it was proposed to remove 
George II. and his horse and erect the 
Iron Duke in his stead, but the committee 
lin charge indignantly repudiated the 
suggestion on the grounds that ‘‘a king 
ought not to be removed to accommodate 
a subject.” So the statue has remained, 
although it was executed (by Van Nost, 
A.D. 1758) at a time when the sculptor’s 
art was at its lowest ebb. 


Pope Pius XI. 


It is interesting to note that Pope Pius 
XI., who has succeeded in securing recog- 
nition of the Vatican State as a State 
independent of Italy, so that he no longer 
is regarded as an Italian subject by the 
Italian Government, was born a subject, 
not of Italy, but of Austria. His birth- 
place was Desio, near Milan, and when he 
was born on May 3lst, 1857, Lombardy 
still was part of the Austrian Empire. He

POSSIBILITIES OF KILLOUGH. 


In drawing attention to the matter, the 
Rev. Samuel’ B, Crooks, of Killough

At 
this time, when uuemployment is so 
prevalent in the province, many thought- 
ful leaders of the public are convinced that 
a great Government undertaking to 
embrace harbour improvements all around 
the Northern coast. the drainage of the 
Bann, and other works of public utility, 
such as road-making, sel largely help 
to solve a problem which is causing 
anxiety to everyone concerned for the 
welfare of the Six Counties. 

The urgent need for relief works is 
recognised, and it is encouraging to know 
that a conference between representatives 
of the Ministry of Home Affairs, the 
Corporation and the Board of Guardians 
wes held during the week-end, at which 
various remedial measures were discu 
No decision was arrived at, the meeting 
being adjourned so that the Corporation 
might be further consulted regarding the 
suggestions made. There is reason for 
haste in providing the necessary work, 
and the greater the scope of the operations 
the more pleased will - the general com- 
munity. The “dole” is wasteful and 
gradually weakens the character of those 
who receive it for any length of time, 
while on the other hand there is dignity 
in work, and the man with a job is able 
to retain bis own self-respect. Sympathy 
is required as a driving force, if the acute 
poverty in Belfast is to be relieved within 
a reasonable time. Red tape is out of 
place at present. 


DISCONTENT IN MOTOR TRADE. 


The representatives of various motor in- 
terests in Northern Ireland interviewed 
the Minister of Finance on Friday, with 
the object of having the taxation of trans- 
port vehicles placed on the same basis as 
in Great Britain, the contention being 
that unfair discrimination had been made 
against the trade in the loyal province. 
It was further pointed out that the 
Northern Government had not honoured 
the promise made by the Imperial Chan- 
cellor that a rebate would be granted 
when the petrol tax was imposed in the 
spring of last year. The deputation, 
which was most representative, included 
members of the Chambers of Commerce of 
Belfast, Ballymena, Portadown, Bally- 
‘money,. Newry and other organisations ; 
‘but, although their case was presented 
with persuasive eloquence, they failed to 
impress the Minister, who definitely re- 
fused to grant any of the concessions de- 
manded. 

In the course of his reply, Mr. Pollock 
said he could not, hae. any circum- 
stances, accept the principle of equal 
taxation with Great Britain, as, if he did, 
it would have to be extended through the 
whole realm of taxation, so it is well to 
know that the old “ step by step ” policy 
is not quite so sacred as it was thought 
to be. The Minister made a good point 
in his reference to light commercial motor 
vehicles, which the Government, he said, 
was trying to encourage, as they were less 
| destructive to roads than lorries of the 
heavier type. He mentioned that 75 per 
cent, of the commercial motors were of 
the small description, and that they 
benefited to the extent of £4 per annum 
under the existing arrangement, a con- 
cession which would disappear under 
equal standards. No doubt there are 
difficulties associated with both sides of 
the controversy, but the motor traders 
are deeply disappointed at the result of 
their appeal to the Finance Minister for 
more favourable terms, and have ex-, 
‘here their determination to take 
urther steps to secure whai they claim 
to be their rights. 


SLAINTE, LORD CARSON, 


Lord Carson, who celebrated his 
seventy-fifth birthday on Saturday last, 
is not an Ulster man, but his name has 
been more intimately associated with the 
province than that of any other politician 
in recent times. He is extremely popular 
with the rank and file of the Unionist 
Party, and always receives a cordial wel- 
come on his somewhat rare visits to Bel- 
fast. Various Joyal organisations through- 
out the proyince sent Tim congratulations 
and good wishes on his birthday, and, 
no doubt, the veteran leader was glad to 
et these tokens of loyalty and aftection.

In 
these premises were stored vast quantities of 
petrol, and for a time it was feared that they 
aiso would become involved. Millions of 
sparks were blown upon the tanks, but the 
premises remained intact. 

Three petrol pumps outside Mr. Watson s 
garage were swept by the flames, but with- 
stood the ordeal; not even the glass adver- 
tisements on the top of the standards being 
broken. 

When it was feared that the petrol com- 
panies’ premises would become involved, the 
petrol barrels wére placed in safety, and four 
other garages close by were quickly emptied 
of their contents.

PEMBROKE ELECTRICITY 
CHARGES. 


COUNCIL’S RESOLUTION. 

The price of electricity in the Pembroke 
area was considered at a meeting of the 
Pembroke Urban Council last night, 
The Chairman (Mr. J. W. Brittain) said 
that a valuation of 100 houses had been made 
by Mr. Price, engineer, to ascertain the 
charges of electricity for the purpose of com- 
arison with the new scale of the Electricity 
Supply Board. The figures showed that, 


revenue was approximately, which 
compared with £618 approximately, the 
amouht to be charged under the new scale, 
an increase of about 45 per cent. The 
valuation basis, he added, was a most un- 
fair basis, because rates of valuation were 
higher in Pembroke than, say, in Foxrock or 
outlying districts. He held that such a 
Lasis was unsound to fix any charges on, 

Mr. Sullivan said that, so far, they in 


Fembroke were not committed to any 
charges by the Electricity Board. 
The Chairman said that, nevertheless, 


Pembroke had been taken into consideration 
by the Board. So far as he could see, it 
was up to Pembroke ratepayers to be up 
and doing to protect themselves. 

Mr. Maguire said that on a valuation of 
£8 the tenant of a house would be paying 
a guinea a year more for his current under 
the new scheme. i 
The Chairman said that the Council were 
handicapped by not being able to extend 
their plant. They were obliged by the 
action of the Electricity Board to buy cur- 
rent from the Dublin Corporation at a most 
uneconomic rate. The fact of sanction 
being refused for a new generator was cost- 
ing the Conncil anything from £1,000 a 
year upwards; yet the Council had been told 
that they were unbusinesslike. 

A statement had been made to him that 
if they had the new generator they could 
supply current ata halfpenny per unit. Under 
the new scheme the more populous areas would 
pay in order that current might be supplied 
cheaply to sparsely populated areas. 

A resolution was passed emphatically pro- 
testing against any increase being made in 
the charges in electricity in the Pembroke 
area over the present rates.

NEW BELFAST CHURCH. 


ARCHBISHOP OF DUBLIN AND 
UNITY. 

The Most Rev. Dr. Gregg, Archbishop of 
Dublin, laid the foundation stone of St. 
Bartholomew's Church, Stranmillis road, 
Belfast, yesterday. 

In a speech during the ceremony Dr. Gregg 
said that the occasion was not an ordinary 
one. The church was being built by funds 
supplied to the extent of two-thirds of the 
amount from the central resources of tha 
Church of Ireland. That was & completely 
rew move. So lar as he knew notliing of tha 
kind nad been done since the. Disestablish- 
ment nearly sixty years ago. It was not the 
case that it could not have been done—he 
believed it was true to say that it would not 
have neen done. 

“This,” went on his Grace, “‘is a symbolic 
coccasian. You have in vour midst a bishop 
from: Southern Ireland to. testify that the 
Church of Ireland knows no division between 
North and South. We all belong to the one 


national Church that has its life in Chris: 
independent of political cleavages.”’ 
BISHOP’S ATTACK ON 


PROTESTANTS. 


“é ENEMIES OF FREEDOM IN 
IRELAND.” 


“The figment called the Church of Ireland 
is an absurdity,’’ says Dr. Cohalan, Roman 
Catholic Bishop of Cork, in the course of his 
Lenten Pastoral, and he _ declares that 
‘* another reminder of the days of the Pena! 
Laws is the retention by Protestants of our 
places of worship.”’ 

‘In the Penal Days,” says his lor@ship, 
‘“‘bribes and threats were the means em- 
loyed to detach Catholics from their faith. 
Phere remains the bribe. The field of opera- 
tions is mostly confined now to illegitimate 
children, and to the children of drunken 
and unnatura} parents, who, while continuing 
Catholics. themselves, are prepared to barter 
their children for drink money. It is a crime 
to take children who have been baptised into 
the Catholic Church, who are hapless, and 
who canngt judge for themselves, and bring 
them up im a non-Catholic religion. And it 
is very strange that with their solicitude for 
freedom and their protestations of liberalism, 
Protestants should demean themselves with 
this child-slave traffic. In decency it ought 
to stop. Surely this was not St. Paul's 
met of conversion. It is unscriptural, and 
it is a cruel wrong to the helpless infants.’ 
To opponents of the Censorship Bill he 
offers the suggestion: “hang up a summary 
of the Penal Laws in your room, and when 
you are tempted to think or speak of 
Catholics or the Catholic Church as opposed 
to freedom, look at your summary, and ask 
yourself; ‘ Who, after all, but ourselves, Pro- 
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| FREEDOM OF CONSOIENCE. 
TO THR EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 


Monsignor Howiett, speaking at a meeting 
held in London to celebrate the centenary 
of the Royal assent to the Roman Catholic 
Relief Bill, as saying that it was difficult im 
| this age of religious toleration to realise that 
only the span of one human life separated 
them from the Penal laws, which deprived 
Catholics of their rights as British citizens. 
The Monsignor’s difficulty is a very real gne. 
It is difficult to realise in any age the con- 
ditions which prevailed in some precedin 
age. Whien the bishops of an undivide 
Church met at Nicaea in 325 it must have 
been difficult for them to realise that less 
than a quarter of a century separated them 
frum the days when the Roman Emperor 
Maximian issued an edict ordering Christians 
to be puiiished with death; or when St. 
Patrick died it must have been difficult. for 
Irish Christians to realise. that within the 
previous thirty years Ireland had peacefully 
passed from being pagan to being Christian. 
Do not we to-day in a partitioned Ireland 
find it difficult to realise the days when there 
was no modern “ Black Pig’s Dyke "’ separat- 
ing Ulster from the rest of Ireland? Do not 
students of Irish history now find it difficult 
to realise that seven years ago the Public 
Record Office of Ireland was in existence, with 
its splendid collection of Irish historical 
documents? 

The Monsignor's difficulty can be met, | 
think, in two ways. First, by the efforts after 
fairness towards the dead which now charac- 
terise good historical writing; and, secondly, 
by the reading of the party historians on 
both sides. In an age of religious tolerance 
we can afford to hear beth sides of the con- 
troversies of a hundred, years ago. Mr. 
Baldwin’s method of reading history is not a 
bad method. He reads the party writers on 
both sides, and then makes up his own mind 
on the subject. . There are party writers in 
abundance, and we all have our own minds to 
make up. 

The Monsignor’s words suggest some 
questions that are. of interest to law-abiding 
citizens. For example, are not all laws 
penal’ And do not laws often deprive 
some citizens of rights which other citizens 
enjoy? One must try to understand why 
laws now obsolete or repealed were at one 
time enacted. It is not enough merely to 
describe the laws, or the intolerance, of a 
| hundred years ago. What an age of religious 
tolerance seeks to know is why laws that 
are now out of date were ever up to date. 

The Monsignor raises another interesting 
question when he affirms that freedom of 
conscience is denied to His Majesty the 
King. He might as well affirm that freedom 
of conscience is denied to His Holiness the 
Pope. If a Prince of Wales must be a Pro- 
testant in order to become King of England, 


Roman Catholic in order to become a Pope. 
According to the Monsignor’s argument, the 
holding of some of the highest offices that a 
human being can hold would seem incon- 
sistent with freedom of conscience. I prefer 
to think that a Prince of the State, or a 
Prince of the Church, qualifies himself ‘for 
the higher offices of King or Pope by choosing 
with a free conscience to accept certain 
definite religious beliefs. Freedom of con- 
science is not inconsistent with holding office. 
Ail ministers of religion hold an official 
position, and they are all guaranteed, in any 
civilised State, freedom of conscience. Their 
consciences approve certain beliefs, and their 
respective Churches authorise them to act as 
ministers of religion because they believe as 
they do. I agree with the Monsignor when 
he says that the King “has given to the 
world an ideal type of a sound constitutional 
monarch, and has captivated the hearts of 
all his people,” and I am glad to note that 
he adds “ and of none more than. his Roman 
Catholic subjects.” Charity never faileth 
and all creeds and classes love the King.—

MR. DE VALERA’S SENTENCE. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE TRISH TIMES, 
Sin,—The arrest and imprisonment of Mr. 
de Valera during an entirely peaceful and 
innocent visit to Belfast are incidents which 
members of the OUireachtas eannot. afierd. to 
disregard or to treat with Jevity. The 
ustomary privileges of legislators, inter-State 
relations, and the constitutional status of the 
State are all affected. 

The prisoner is the Jeader of a political 
party which has adopted a regniar constite- 
tional method of government through niajority 
rule, persuasion through discussion of a 
people, and ultimate decision at the ballot 
box. These facts are well known to the 
authorities in Belfast. 

A slight change over of votes in the áil 
would translate Mr. de Valera fram his posi- 
tion of leader of the Opposition to that of 


head of the State. What would be ow 
position if the head of the State were arrested 
and imprisoned under similar circumstances? 
Would the members of the Oireachtas and 
Government remain quiescent, accepting the 
indignity without a murmur; or would steps 
be taken to prove that the Government and 
Executive of the Jrish Free State are not 
by a neighbourin Government? The 
political status of Mr. de Valera in the 
Parliament of this State is but slightly lower 
than that of the President of the Executive 
Council. ] speak of his formal political status 
in the legislature, not of the relative popu- 
larity of the two personalities. It would 
seem that whatever action would: be called 
for if ‘* President’’ de Valera were the 
prisoner is only slightly less consistently 
required when ‘‘ Deputy ” de Valera, leader 
of the Opposition, is in question. 

In effect the Northern Government iritend 
as regards certain citizens of the Free State 
to institute a viea system. Vises have not 
yet been required for travellers between 
countries in the British Fmpire, but, as the 
Northern Government has hegun this system, 


it might be found desirable to follow its 
example immediately. 
Northern Ireland is a partially self. 


governing province of the United Kingdotn 
subordinate to Westminster: For a Govern- 
ment in the United Kingdom to erect a 
barner to prevent the leader of the Oppos- 
tion in the Parliament of the Free State from 
entering that country is to go a long way 
towards declaring that the Free State 1s 
entirely separate and independent from the 
United Kingdom. That seems at least to be 
logical outcome of the action in question, 
though it surely was not.the intention, 
The imprisonment of Mr. De Valera can- 
not be considered apart from other provoca- 
tive acts of the Northern Government within 
the past year or two, all of which indicate 
a state of mind towards “ South and West.” 
which promises ill for the future. I refer to 
two specific pieces of legislation directed 
against the Free State:—Firstly, under the 
Northern Ireland Trade Disputes and Trade 
Union Act, 1927, it has been provided that a 
trade union having headquarters in the Free 
State and branches in Northern Ireland must 
alter certain of its rules so as to conform to 
the law of Northern Treland It is not 
enough for the union to alter the rules re- 
specting its members in Northern Ireland so 
as to comply with the law, but the altera- 
tions must be made to apply to all the mem- 
bers of the union, including those in the 
Free State; 
passed hy the Northern Ireland Parliament 
a new Voters Registration Act. This Act 
differentiates between residents of the Free 
State as compared with residents of England, 
Wales or Scotland, and provides that whilst 
persons from Great Britain going to reside 
in Northern Ireland may become qualified to 
vote on the same terms as residents in 
Northern Ireland, a person fromthe Free 
State is required to reside in Northern Ire- 
land for three years before he or she is en- 
titled to vote. Cases of this kind indicate 
anything. but goodwill towards. the Free 
State, and the imprisonment of Mr. de 
Valera is an anti-Free State gesture in keep- 
ing with the anti-Free State legislation,—

SPECIAL MEETING OF THE 
GUARDIANS. 


The Rathdoewn Board of Guardians held a 
snecial meeting vesterday to consider the dis 
ress arising out of .unemployment m the 
district. The Guardians unammonusly - de- 
cided to request the Dublin County Council 
fo exercise its powers under Section 15 of the 
Local Government Act, 1898, and to apply 
to the Ministry of Local Government to 
authorise the Guardians to administer relict 
under the section for a period of two months. 

The relieving officers submitted applicatiors 
made for relief, and the Board came to the 
unanimous conclusion that exceptional dis 
tress prevailed in the district. 

There were 200 applications for relief from 
the Kingstown area, 125 of which were 
passed. Of the 145 applications received 
Trom Blackrock 28 were passed ; eleven out of 
30 were passed for the Dalkey area; eight one 
of fourteen for Rathmichael and five for 
Dundrum «istrict. 


Mr. Kelly. said that as far as he could see 


there was very little prospect of any im 
provement in the situation for the next four 
months. 

The-Glerk (Mv. Cuuniaimn) said that no pro- 
vision had been made in the estimates for the 
expenditure that the putting into operation, ol 
the Act would entail, and that it might be 
necessary to raise a loan, spread over a.qon- 
siderable period of years, to cover the 
outlay. 

Mr. Rollins stated that a number of unem- 
did not like relief, which they 
regarded in the light of chantv He ex- 
pressed the view that it’ was about time that 
the Government stepped in and _ provider 
work of a permanent character to relieve 
unemployment.

SHANNON SCHEME 
PROGRESS. 


— 


ERECTING TRANSMISSION 
LINES. 


“We are highly pleased with the all- 
round progress that has been made at the 
Shannon works and in the work of erecting 
transmission lines throughout the 
country,” said Dr. Ott, chief mechanical 
and electrical engineer of the Shannon 
electricity scheme, to an Irish Times 
representative yesterday. 

“At the power station we have made 
excellent progress during recent months. 
The big turbines and generators are at 
present in course of erection, and work at 
the weir is being steadily pushed forward. 
“The erection of the 110 kilowatt trans- 
mission lines, which run from Limerick to 
Cork, with a double iine from Limerick 
to Dublin, is now completed. The work 
on the 38 kilowatt lines in the southern 
part of the country also is finished, and 
in the northern part of the country the 
work of erection will be completed by 
about August next. The transformer 
stations are virtually finished in the 
south, and the work on the stations in the 
north is making good progress. 

“The erection of the 10 kilowatt trans- 
mission lines was started at a much later 
date, but they will all be in position when 
the power from Ardnacrusha is available.” 


HALLUCINATIONS.

A ROTARY CLUB LECTURE. 


“Some few thoughts on hallucinations,” 
was the subject of an interesting and 
humorous address given by the Rev. P. J. 
Gearon, D.D., 0.C.C., to the members of the 
Dublin Rotary Club yesterday, in Clery’s 
Restaurant. : 

Mr. L. Smith Godron presided. 

In our normal condition, said Father 
Gearon, our five senses. receive images from 
outward objects which make impressions on 
them. In certain abnormal and mórbid states 
the images are internal; they do not come 
from outward objects, although they seem 
to come from them. A person in that state is 
suffering from hallucinations. An hallucination 
may be defined as a pathological occurrence 
which consists in false outward reflections of 
un inward image. The dagger scene in 
‘‘ Macbeth,” for instance, is but a dagger of 
the mind proceeding from a _ heat-oppressed 
brain, As there are maladies that are. con- 
tagious—in the same way a whole group 
may be affected by hallucinations. There was 
the case of the wreck of the Ville-de-Saint 
Nazaire in March, 1897, when the minds: of 
the crew and passengers were tortured by 
hunger, thirst and cold, and haunted by the 
vision of death, with all its attendant horrors. 
All were longing to see the coast or some 
ship of rescue, and the yearning produced the 
most divergent phantoms—one seeing an 
island, another a continent and another a ship 
hastening to their relief—all hallucinations. 
The effects of suggestion in the hypnotic etate 
are, said Father Gearon, as wonderful as they 
are authentic. Suggestion is simply telling 
another a thing is so and getting him to 
believe it and even to act as if the thing is 
80. 

Father Gearon gave numerous instances of 
the effects of hallucinations, how thev affect 
the subjects and how objects become distorted 
in the eye and the mind. 

The Rev. Dr. Hanna, proposing a vote of 
thanks, told a few humorous stories as to how 
hallucinations work out in ordinary every-day 
life, and how most of us helieve that other 
people are suffering from hallucinations.

Five years ago Mr. de Valera was ex- 
communicated from all the amenities of 
Northern Ireland. At that time the 
Northern Government had reasonable cause 
for its decree ; in similar circumstances no 
continental government would have acted 
differently. In 1924 Mr. de Valera was 
the leader of a party which refused to 
recognise the Anglo-Irish settlement. In 
fact, he was pledged to upset it and had 
repudiated the authority of the Free State 
Parliament and Government. Further- 
more, he had breathed horrid threatenings 
against the new State in the North: if we 
remember rightly, he had announced his 
purpose to “blast’’ it from the path of 
Republican propress. Since that time, 
however, Mr. de Valera has modified his 
views. He may not have unsaid his 
threats against the North—politicians 
seldom think that they can afford to unsay 
anything—but his actions have spoken 
Jouder than words. By his actions he has 
accepted the Anglo-Irish settlement ; he is 
now the leader of His Majesty’s Opposi- 
tion in the Free State Parliament, and at 
any time a turn of the electoral wheel may 
make him the head of the Free State 
Government. In these changed circum- 
stances Mr. de Valera, after five years, 
paid another visit to Northern Ireland, 
with the quite innocuous intention to open 
a Gaelic bazaar; but the Northern Govern- 
ment had forgotten nothing. The ban was 
stil] in force; Mr. de Valera was arrested 
and has been sentenced to a month’s im- 
prisonment, Naturally, his followers are 
annoyed, and they will relieve their feel- 
ings this evening at a public meeting in 
Dublin. To-day also Mr. Thomas Johnson, 
the Labour leader, will invite members of 
the Oireachtas to make ‘‘a strenuous 
protest against the outrage.’’ 

We do not gather that the response to 
Mr. Johnson’s invitation will be over- 
whelming. The truth is that the majority 
of Irishmen are fairly sane and that, if 
they have any feeling about this foolish 
business, it is a feeling of discomfort. 
Few people in the Free State, except Mr. 
de Valera’s immediate followers, will 
permit themselves the luxury of violent 
indignation ; few in Northern Ireland will 
be really happy about the matter. It is, 
in effect, the latest example of muddle 
and mismanagement in the relations 
between the Free State and Northern 
Ireland, He that is without sin among 
us may cast the first stone; but is there 
a single conscience in Ireland to-day which 
can make that claim? On the one hand, 
the object of Mr. de. Valera s visit to 
Belfast certainly was harmless. If the 
Northern Government had recognised that 
fact, it would have made a graceful 
gesture of oblivion and would have 
acknowledged, without any need of words, 
the recent improvement in the stability of 
Free State institutions. On the other 
hand, Mr. de Valera made the concession 
difficult by his refusal to justify his visit 
and by his defiant brandishing of the 
Irish language. These are trifling things, 
but at the end of six years the two Irish 
States still face each other with raw 
nerves and suspicious hearts. The Govern- 
ment of Northern.

The old road is 
broken and then rolled into the desired 
On the top of a thick layer of 
crushed stone bituminous material is 
applied in three doses. It is pointed out, 
however, that this type of surface ought 
not to be applied to roads that are to 
carry heavy commercial motor vehicles 
unless a very sound foundation exists. 
Engineers are very favourable to the use 
of vitrified bricks, laid on an adequate 
foundation and treated with an asphalt 
filler and a thin sand cushion. Only the 
highest class of brick is recommended for 
use; for “first cost should not be the 
consideration in the selection of a pave- 
ment; what should be considered is the 
annual cost of upkeep over a long term of 
years.” These observations bring home 
the fact that Ireland already is saddled 
with big responsibilities in the maintenance 
of those fine highways which have been 
laid from end to end of the land. A few 
days ago the Wicklow County Council 
refused to strike its annual rate for the 
upkeep of roads, affirming that the farmers 
of the county already were over-burdened 
with obligations and that road maintenance 
was a matter for the State, County 
Wicklow, with its large revenue from the 
tourist traffic, could ill afford to lose those 
good road surfaces which carry visitors to 
Glen of the Downs, Glendalough, Newrath, 
Brittas Bay and Rathdrum; but it is 
impossible not to sympathise with rate- 
payers who are presented with a formid- 
able bill.

Old Masters. 


Works of art in principle should be 
judged quite independently of the artist. 
If it were discovered that Shakespeare did 
not write ‘‘ Hamlet,’’ would we cease to 
find in “ Hamlet”’ a treasury of human 
wisdom? If some painting now believed 
to be the work of a great master were 
proved beyond doubt to have been painted 
by an obscure pupil would its artistic 
value decrease? Undoubtedly it would 
not, but there would be a substantial 
decrease in the monetary value of such a 
picture. In these days, when millionaire 
collectors pay sums of money which run 
into six figures for a Rembrandt or a 
Titian, the authenticity of reputed old 
masters has become a matter of high im- 
portance. The resources of modern science 
are brought into use in addition to the 
judgment and experience of critics. Mr. 
Kennedy North, a London artist, recently 
gave a demonstration of some new and 
ingenious tests for old masters. He made 
use of ultra-violet rays and X-rays with 
very successful results, chiefly for the 
purpose of detecting over-painting, A 
picture which had been attributed to a 
famous Dutch artist of the seventeenth 
century was established as a more modern 
production. The signature, which in 
ordinary light appeared to be in the same 
pigment as a streak of water in the land- 
scape was proved to be of a different date.

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ADMIRAL SIR E. FREMANTLE. 


Admiral Sir Edmund Fremantle died in 
London last night, in his ninety-third year.

MR. T. W. ELLERKER., 


We regret to announce the death of Mr. 
T. W. Ellerker,.Chief Examiner of the High 
Courts of the Irish Free State, which oe- 
curred at. his residence, Glentaner, Foxrock, 
County Dublin, on Sunday last, aged 64 years. 
A short time ago Mr. Ellerker was attacked 
by influenza, and it later developed into 
pneumonia, which proved fatal. Mr. Ellerker 
was a well-known and esteemed official of 
the High Courts, and was regarded as a lead- 
ing authority. on Chancery and Company 
laws. He was one of the most valued mem- 
bers of the recent Bankruptcy Commission 
of the Free State Government. In 1913 he 
was appointed Chief Examiner in succession 
to Mr. Cosgrave, which position he filled with 
ability and complete satisfaction. An ex- 
cellent and keen rifle shot, Mr. Ellerker was 
one of the founders of the Irish Civil Service 
Rifle Club. He would have had the distinc- 
tion of being selected on two occasions on the 
team to compete at Bisley, but for the fact 
that his being an Englishman, though resi- 
dent in Ireland for many years, forbade this. 


His wife, an Irish lady, predeceased him. One 
of his two sons died at Cologne while on 
active service with the Army of Occupation, 
shortly after the conclusion of the Great War.

Th: Roman Question. 


The restoration of the Pope as a 
Temporal Sovereign was hailed with creat 
delight in Roman Catholic circles in 
London, where arrangements are bein: 
made to celebrate the event in a fittinz 
manner. At Westminster Cathedral to- 
day Monsignor Howlett remarked that he 
thought the agreement a very important 


progressive movement, which will do a 
great deal of good all round. It was to 


be hoped that it would prove permanent 
With regard to the huge sums of money 
to be paid over to the Vatican, it was 
pointed out that a large sum of money 
will be required for the upkeep of the new 
Papal State which the Pope will bave to 
establish. The monetary situation in 
Italy has been so difficult during the past 
few years that many of the institutions 
now inside the new Papal State have 
barely been able to carry on. In Catholic 
circles it is thought unlikely that the 
Pope will proceed on a series of visits to 
foreign countries, or that he will leave 
Rome at all at least for some time to 
come. 


The General Election. 


In political circles the most interesting 


topic is the date of the general election. 


From conversation with members of Parlia- 
ment I have discovered that the end oi 
May is the date which many politicians 
regard as the most likely for the genera! 
election, and some members have been so 
positive as to name the 29th of May as 
polling day. The reference, however, by 
Colonel Wilfrid Ashley, the Minister of 
Transport, in a week-end speech, to the 
June election has led a number of people 
to infer that he was speaking from definite 
knowledge, and that the election will take 
place in June. The truth is that it is 
still difficult for anyone to be sure of the 
date of the election, as it depends upon 
the speed with which Parliament completes 
its business.

ILLUMINE SCENE. 


The Belgian cross-Channel steamer, 
Ville de Liege (triple serew, 1,365 tons}, 
ran aground while entering Dover Har 
bour last night, and sprang a leak. The 
passengers and crew were rescued by. the 
ship's lifeboats and. by the Dover motor 
lifeboat, which rushed to the ship s assist. 
ance, in answer to a distress rocket. 
So intense was the cold that the sea 
spray froze on the clothes of the pas- 
sengers as they stood on the deck await- 
ing the “lifeboats. Women passengers 
were taken to safety first. .: 

The vessel carried forty-eight passenyer ; 
and mails. ‘She went ashore off the North 
and South Piers at the entrance to. the 
inner harbour. The passengers were 
promptly got together, and sár sm was 
‘in readiness for landing. 1t-was dead how 
water when the steamer lieaded for No. 1 
berth on the Admiralty Pier, the inside 
landing-stage. 


ROCKET SENT UP. 
A nasty sea was being knocked up, 
owing to the rebound off the pier wall. 
The steamer made an unsuccessful attempt 
to berth and went astern, and we y 
the sea and wind caught her as she struck 
the rocks off the entrance to the inner 
harbour, and stuck there. 
A rocket was sent up asking for assist- 
ance, but owing to the low tide the Dover 
Harbour Board tugs, the Lady Brassey 
and’ the ‘Lady Duncannon; which were 
alongside the Prince of Weles Pier, were 
unable to get near the stricken vessel. 
The passengers immediately put on life- 
belts, and the order was given to man the 
lifeboats. This was done and some of the 
passengers were: landed by this means. 
Later motor boats came to assist. All the 
passengers were eventually Janded in the 
inner harbour, . opposite the Hotel de 
Paris. , 
Meanwhile one of the tugs fired a rocket 
and got a rone aboard. It soon turned 
out that the steamer was badly damaged, 
for she started to make water. As the tide 
came in the tuys attempted to tow her off 
the rocks, but the conditions became so 


bad that the crew was ordered ashore, 
and at 10.30 p.m. the vessel was 
abandoned. 


SOLDIERS MAN SEARCHLIGHTS. 
The 3rd Company, Royal Engineers, were 
called out, and got their searchlights on the 
Admiralty Pier tu work to help in the rescue, 
but at 10.30 their eervices were dispensed 
with, as all the crew were off the vessel. 
The crew went to the Dover Sailors’ Home, 
and, in conversation with a Press hm 
tive, one of the officers of the ship said 
that the trouble occurred through the plates 
of the screw being ripped off on striking the 
rocks; se that they were unable to get way 
on the vessel. 
Mr. Thomas Evans, of London, a passen- 
ger on-board the boat, said: “Ae were 
running into the harbour, and the passengers 
were coming on to the deck ready to disem- 
hark, when a shiver seemed. to Eo through 
the vessel.. A few seconds later all the lights 
went out, and T heard somebody shout that 
we were aground. TI learned afterwards that 
ive’ sprang a leak below the water line, and 
that water had entered the engine room. 
“The ship's siren was at once sounded 
and tugs. summoned from the harbcur. | For 
an hour and a half attempts were made to 
manceuvre the boat off the rocks with the 
help of the tugs, but apparently the captain 
realised it was an impossible task. The ship’s 
lifeboats were launched, and ‘first of all the 
women on board were assisted into. one of the 


boats. 


PASSENGERS’ CALMNESS. 
“The passengers were amazingly calm. 
They stood on the deck’ in the biting cold 
wind,. while the sea spray froze on to their 
clothes and made the deck so slippery that it 
was impossible to stand without support. 
The rescue work wes carried out in pitch 
darkness, and it was a perilous proceeding 
descending into the lifeboats with the heavy 
sea running and frozen, spray covering the 
sides of the ship. 
“I came ashore in the third boat. 
Although we were only a short distance irem 
the quay, it took us a loug time to make 
headway against the heavy seas. We were 
tossed about like a cork, and it was only 
the friendly lights of the shore which enabled

us to keep up our courage.’’ :

HEAVY SNOWDRIFTS 
IN BRITAIN. 


WIDESPREAD DISLOCATION 
OF TRAFFIC. 

The Aretic breath, which is breaking 
hundred-vears-old frost records on the 
Continent, touched England yesterday, 
and biting winds and blizzards made the 
day the bleakest of the winter in many 
places. On high ground  snowdrifts 
several feet high occurred and roads 
became impassable. 

London was free from snow, but, despite 
brief sunshine, the morning temperature 
was the coldest since December 3lst.

Religious .instruction will be compul- 
sory, not only in the elementary schools, 
but also in secondary schools, according to 
a programme to be established in agree- 
ment between the Holy See and Italy.

THE INDEMNITY.

HISTORY OF THE NEGOTIATIONS.

2OME, Monday. 

The history of the negotiations which led 
to the settlement of the Roman quepi201: 18 
traced in a semi-official statement: issued 
here to-day. The first conversations on 
the subject, it is stated, took place between 
Professor Barone, Counsellor of State, and 
Professor Pacelli, the Vatican lawyer, dur- 
ing the period between August 6, 1926, 
and October 4, 1926. 
On October 4, 1926, Signor Mussolini 
authorised Professor Barone to continue 
confidential conversations, while Cardinal 
Gasparri, the Papal Secretary of State, 
gave a similar authorisation to Professor 
Pacelli. 
These conversations continued with 
varying degrees of success until November, 
1928, when Monsignor Duca, on behalf of 
the Vatican Secretary of State, intervened 
with a view to the conclusion of a con- 
cordat, 

Finally, as a result of letters signed 
by the King of Italy on November 22nd, 
1928, and by the Pope on November 25th, 
1928, official negotiations were authorised, 
and a definition was given of the lines on 
which a treaty concordat might be con- 
cluded. 

The death of Professor Barone inter- 
rupted the official conversations, but they 
were almost immediately resumed by the 
direct intervention of Signor Mussolini 
und Professor Pacelli. The last eight sit- 
tings, the statement concludes, “hate place 
at the house of Signor Mussolini, “when 
final adjustments were made in the text 
of the treaty.

—The corporation profits tax in the Irish 

Free State was not repealed by the 
Irish Free State Government at thé time when 
it was repealed in this country by Section 54 
of the Finance Act, 1924, and is stiJl in force. 
That tax is levied at the rate of five per cent. 
on the profits of any Irish Free State com- 
pany carrying on a trade or business, and 
of any ‘“‘foreign’’ company carrying on a 
trade or business in the Irish Free State, but 
in this latter case only in so far as the profits 
arise in the Irish Free State. A ‘foreign ” 
company is defined as any campany which is 
not incorporated by or under the laws of the 
irish Free State. 


—By Section 31 (1) of the Irish Free 
State Finanee Act, 1928, it is provided 
that in the case of a “ foreign ” company 
the rate of the tax shall be increased by fifty 
per cent. (i.e., to seven and a half per cent.) 
on profits arising in any accounting period 
ending after December lst, 1928. 
But Sub-Section (2) of that section provides 
(broadly speaking) that the increased charge 
shall not apply to a “ foreign ” company if 
(1) all its members are resident outside the 
Irish Free State, or (2) it maintains in the 
Irish Free State a branch register of its 
members resident in the Irish Free State, and 
according to the law of the country in which

Cardinal Gasparri was wearing his black 
undress cassock, piped with scarlet, and 
his Cardinal’s cape, while Signor Mussolini 
wore a morning coat. 
The entire ceremony lasted about twenty- 
five minutes. That it took so long was 
due to the fact that the three instruments 
were in duplicate, and that both signa- 
tories.signed each page in the margin. 
When the noon gun and the ringing ol 
church bells had proclaimed the arrival 
of the official moment of signature the 
theological students in the Piazza intoned 
a Te Deum. 

The Fascists, after joining in the sing- 
ing, uttered loud shouts of ‘‘ Kvviva dí 
Papa eja eja Alala,’’ and the students, 
not to be outdone, responded by giving 
them the Roman salute and by raising 
cheers for the Duce. As soon as the 
ceremony had come to an end the brief 
communiqué was issued announcing that 
the settlement was now an accomplished 
fact. 

It seems that the full official text of the 
three instruments signed to-day will not 
be made known until] after the election of 
the new Parliament, which meets for the 
first time on April 20th.

In the Swords District Court yesterday 
District Justice Reddin committed John 
Brangan, of Main street, Swords, to seven 
days’ imprisonment with hard Jabour on a 
charge of unlawfully assaulting Mrs. Rose 
O’Toole, an old woman, by kicking her on 
the back. 

Having heard the evidence, the Justice 
said:—‘‘ If a party trespasses upon your 
lands you have certain legal rights, and if 
this woman Was tfespassing upon Mr. Bran- 
_gan’s land he ought to have come into the 
Court Clerk there and issued a summons. 
That is the sensible, civilised way of dealing 
with it. But Mr. Brangan did not do that. 
He has taken the law into his own hands. I 
ain not going to suppose that this woman is 
not an old nuisance. I am sure she is, and 
that she is constantly on Mr. Brangan’s 
land. But there is a line to be drawn, and 
| am satisfied that the defendant has crossed 
that line, 

"“ In his defence he has taken what appears 
to me a most unfair line. He has suggested 
here, in cross-examination, that this woman 
acted as an acrobat on the Main street of 
Swords, I think that is a most unfair sug- 
gestion, This unfortunate woman is an 
epileptic, and any decent Christian would not 
have instructed his solicitor to put that ques- 
tion to her. If the accused defendant suf- 
fered from epilepsy I think he weuld like his 
neighbours to refrain from remarking on it; 
but he has not acted towards this unfortunaie 
creature in that way. Not only has. he taken 
advantage of this woman’s physical debility 
to have it brought out in open court that 
she acted as an acrobat when the unfortunate 
woman had a fit, but he has gone further 
and suggested that the injuries she received 
were due to ao epileptic ft. I have seen 
epilepsy, and, without being a medical man, 
I am perfectly satisfied that in ninety-nine 
cases out of a hundred the epileptic almost 
always avoids injuring himself or herself, 


THE WOMAN’S INJURIES. 

‘To suggest that this woman has got these 
injuries from an epileptic fit is quite absurd, 
1 am satisfied that they were inflicted 
by the simple brutality of the defendant. 
| do not suggest that he ought not to have 
got the woman off his land; but for a young 
man, and a fairly well educated young man, 
to treat an old woman like that simply proves 
that he is a savage. No decent man raises 
his hand to a woman without thinking twice, 
and it is one of the finest characteristics of 
our race that we are courteous to women. 

'“I convict in this case. Defendant does 
not deserve the option of a fine, and he will 
not get it. I commit him to prison for seven 
days, with hard labour.”’ 

Mr. Early appealed to the Justice to sub- 
stitute a fine for the sentence of imprison- 
ment, and said that defendant's family was 
@ very respectable one, and his mother was a 
widow. 

The Justice said that he was most un- 
willing to take too harsh a view in this case, 
but he felt that the harshness of the view 
he took was justified. It was just a mere 
physiological chance that would divide a 
mere injury to this woman from death, and 
supposing this woman had died as a result 
of being left there with those injuries the 
charge against the defendant would be much 
more serious. He could not alter his de- 
cision,
